X. El was told by R 2 that SHCHEBBYTSKY was opposed to the 
persecu/tion of young Ukrainian intellectuals la 1965/1966 , intervened 
o»- and defended a^ . s^deslatniJ^ 14 general. 

Because of that he had some troble , was suspended or even removed for a short 
time from his post, but then re-instated again. However , his position was 
still somewhat shaky and he might be in trouble again, any time. His interven- 
tion on bejtalf of the literati and the y°hng in general , will certainly be 
not forgotten by those wielding now the real power. 

SHC HERB YTSKY holds with ZAHREBELNY Pavlo, Ukrainian writer who all the time 
supported shestydesiatnlkl and intervened on their behalf. SHC HERBYTSKY and 
ZAHREBELNY are some far relatives but R2 did not know the exact grade* of 
their relationship. They are also very good friends. 

Also ISHCHUK Arsen, another Ukrainian writer, supported shestydeslatnlki 
l&fcfcher with ANTONENKO- DA VYDOVYOH and his alike. 

2. ZAHREBELNY Pavlo Arkhipov! ch was born on 25 Aug 1924 at 
Soloshyno, r-n Kobelaky, obi. Poltava, Ukr SSR. His parents were peasants.
